At the earnest solicitations of many lovers of art, and collectors in 
several cities, Mr. Avery has been induced to offer at auction his entire 
collection of works of art selected by him while abroad the past year, and 
which have been for a few weeks on exhibition at his gallery, where 
they have gained the universal artistic and critical approval of the com- 
munity. A number of these works were painted directly to the order 
and under the supervision of Mr. Avery. Many others were pur- 
chased out of the Exhibitions of 1867, and a large portion of them have 
been at some time exposed at the Annual Exhibitions in Paris, which 
alone is no slight commendation where several thousand paintings are 
annually rejected. Such a large and valuable collection has not been 
offered for years, and the general judgment is that there has never been 
presented to a New York public its equal in choice of subjects, quality ’ 
of execution, popularity of the artists, and general desirability. , The 
frames are rich and elegant, of novel styles, in nearly all cases 
new, and many made with special reference to the subjects. In addi- 
tion to the paintings already well known, many entirely new and 
interesting works have been imported expressly to give increased 
importance to the sale. 

As illustrating the estimation in which the collection has been 
esteemed, a few notices are subjoined from the press :

“ The most interesting collection of works of art now on public view in this city 
is that lately arranged by Mr. S. P. Avery. Many of the pictures in this collection 
were conspicuous for their excellence in the French and Flemish art departments at 
the Paris Exposition. Many names that rank high on the roll of European artists 
are more or less represented here, and as the collection is a large one the advantages 
offered by it to students nnd connoisseurs of art are of no small importance.”

“In Mr. Avery’s choice collection of French and other European paintings there 
is a raro chance to procure works of rare skill. Here are masterpieces by Meissonicr 
nnd other most eminent artists that would grace the most rcclierche gallery in the 
world. They all ought to be kept in the country, for there is not a poor picture in 
the collection. The prices may seem high — four thousand gold, for instance, for a 
Meissonier that a man might cover with his two hands — still, judged by any other 
rule than that of size of canvas, they are not excessive. As gems of the most thor- 
oughly perfected skill of the age, the works would be cheap at almost any price.”

“A pleasant addition to the art lounges has recently been opened in that con- 
spicuous thoroughfare, the Fifth Avenue ; we allude to the gallery of Mr. S. P- 
Avery, at the comer of Fourteenth Street. A large, square, well-lighted apartment, 
in which a collection of extremely choice pictures may be seen and bought. 

Mr. Avery, once an artist himself and much esteemed among his brethren, '"•as 
for a long time in Paris during the great Exposition of last year, and there laid in f° r 
the most part the valuable wares that he has now on hand, adding further to his 
stock by subsequent consignments and importations.
